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IL VaHimUf Obfer^ations upon different M^- 
ladiesj gathered by Monfieuf Gaillard the 
Son^ DoBor of Phyftc\y of the Faculty of 
Toloufe* TaJ^n from the Journal de Savaiis 
of the 2pth of July , and of the ^th of 
Auguft, 1 6^7. 

Thefe are the Ohfervations in order as tiny were 

made at Toloufe. 

1/ I ^HERE was feen there, Twelve Years ago, ao 
X Infant who had Two Heads ; one was a (art 
of a Bag, refembling the Hood of a Benedidin Monk, 
and was faftened to a Neck of the fame length with 
the Neck of the other Head. Matter Peter^ fworn 
Chyrurgeon, opened it in Prefence of Mr. Bayle, Do« 
d:or of Phyfick, and Mafter of Arts, and Mafter Car^ 
honeau^ fworn Chyrurgeon. The Waters having run 
out, this Swelling evaniflit ; the Neck did not fo, that 
part of it which was next to its Original, and which 
had about the length of Two Inches and an Half, was 
made up of Flefli. This Child lived Fifteen Days. 

2. In the Suburb St.Cyprien, near to the Hofpital 
of St. Jo/eph of Grace^ Mr. Soye, a Skilful Surgeon, 
having opened the Daughter of a Cap Maker, dead 
of the Kings Evil, in the Month of Jpril^ 1685". re- 
markt, That the Glands of the Mefentery were petri- 
fied, moft of them were abcut the bignels of a Walnut, 
and others of a Small Nut 5 in fbme of them, being 
opened, he found abjut a Dozen of Stones. 
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3, Mr. Bm/qnet^ Citizen of To/oufe, being dead on 
the Eighth of M^rc/^, 16S6. of a continual Fever, and 
a fpitting of Blood, accompanied with a Difficulty of 
Breathing, Mr. Delpech, fworn Surgeon, opened him in 
Prefence of many Surgeons. He found in the Right 
Kidney Three little Stones, and fome Gravel Going 
down the Ureter, which was much enlarged, he found 
a tough Stone of the bignefs of a Bean, lodg'd , towards 
the lower Orifice of the (ame Paffage : The Lungs 
iluck to the Plcua, to the Mediaftin, the Diaphragme, 
and Pericardium : The Wind Pipe was full of Blood. 
There was feen in the Left Lobe, and the Back part of 
the Lungs, a Bony Subflance Two Inches long, and 
half an Inch broad : There were Two Polypufes in 
the Heart, one in each Ventricle, of the bignefs of a 
Pigeons Egg, whofe Roots were Ten Inches long ; the 
Fena Cava both afcendent and defcendent was covered 
at its Entry into the left Ventricle of the Heart, with 
a Bony Matter. 

4, Mr. Soye h^ivmgy in May 1689. opened the f^e- 
fia Bajilka of the Right Arm of Mad. de St. Paul, a 
Religious of the Hofpitalers of this City, in Prefence of 
Mr. C^rfw, Profeflbr of Phyfickjand Dean of iheFacuity, 
obferved a little Black Blood that ftopt the Orifice he 
had made, and being willing to take it away to open 
the PafTage, he found that 'twas a Polypus Ten inches 
long. 

5 , In Sept. 1687. the Sieur Soye having in the Hof^ 
pitaiers, opened a Servant Maid aged between 25, and 
z6. which was from time to time feized with a Bloody 
Flux, he found the Colon and part of the Meftntery 
ulcerated. The Mouth of this Ulcer was fo great, 
that one might eafily thruft in his Fill at ir. It was 
ftopt with a Clew of Worms greater than it. 

There 
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6. There happened much about the fame Time a 
Paflage, fingular enough, in that Monaftery, M^ — *- 
having ftopc on a fudden a Flux of Blood in Madam 
Maria, who had her Cat amenta (^though (lie had a conti- 
nual Fever and a bleeding at the Noie) before he had 
ufed general Medicines, The fell all on a fudden into 
an Apoplexy, and dying quickly after, Mr. Soye o- 
pen'd her. in Prefence ot her Father the Gounfellor to 
the Grand Chamber, and of Mr. Cajes (worn Surgeon ; 
he found in the lateral Sinusy which divides the Brain 
from the CereheSum^ a Clot of Blood as big as a Hazel 
Nut All the Veffels of the Brain were very muchfvverd 
and full of clotted Blood ; as for the Ventricles they 
were full of a ferous Humour, being about the Quan- 
tity of a Setter. 

7. That which was remarkt in Madam le Gendre^ 
who dyed a Maid of Eighteen Years Old, about the End 
of Novemher 1693. leems more confiderable. This 
Gentlewoman who was fubjeft to great Head-aches, 
and aimoft continual Paintings, and Convulfive Fits, 
was, the Two laft Years of her Life, fo ftrongly feiz'd 
with them, that (he became Blind of them, and conti- 
nued in that Condition Two or Three Month5- After 
Death fhe was opeo'd by Mr. Joye^ in the Prefence of 
Mr. Thourofty Dodor of Phyfick ; when he came to the 
Grey Subftance of the Brain, he found above the Ven- 
tricles between the Cortical Subftance and the Callous 
Body, a lump of Flelh, refembling the Stomach of a 
Goofe. Immediately after the Callous Body in the 
foremoft Ventricles did appear an Ulcer from which 
came out about a Setter of Matter. 

8. In the beginning of 5(?^/^^^^r, 169^. Monficur 
Soye opening the Gall Bladder of a Widow of Nmeteen 
Years Old, he found there a Srone altogether like a Hens 
Egg,that part of the Liver which was near,was hurt,and 
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tier Matrix Scirrhous. She had for Two Years- the 
Yellow Jaundice, 

9. The fame M.Soye, having In Sept. 1696. opened 
a Child of Mr. Roye Notary, in Prefence of' Mr: Lam- 
krt^ Doftor of Medecine, found 10 the Ventricles of 
the Brain a Setter of Water. 

10. In another Child of Mr. Hugonien ^ Woollen 
DraperjWhich he opened much about the fame Time,and 
which was about Two Years Old, he found in the Right 
Ventricle of the Heart, a Polipus as big as a Pigeons 
Egg, and in the Ltfc Ear coagulated Blood of the Big- 
nels of a Walnut ; he found moreover in the little Lobe 
of the Lungs Two Ulcers very diftioft, from each of 
which there iflued a Setier of Matter. The U- 
reter of the Left Kidney was diftended an Inch, and 
its Paflage ftopt by Phlegm fo hardned, that fcarcely 
could a Knife cut it, 

11. M^dim de r Etcar re f about Twenty Six Years 
oF Age, and fubjeft to great Difeafes, was opened in the 
beginning of Othher 169$. by M. Soje, in Prefence 
of M. Lamhert ; he faw the Veflels that brought the 
Blood to the Membranes of the Brain, were greatly 
fweird, and full of Polipus's ,• of them we drew out 
Twelve, fome Four Inches long, and feme Three. 

IX. In the Beginning of this Year 1697. the Wife 
of M. Mafoc, Merchant, being Forty Years Old, who 
had Four or Five Children, had the fame Symptoms 
which happen to Women near their Labour. " M. Soye 
"^^s called to her, and feeing that llie fuffcr'd fuch a 
Lofs as happens to Women before their bringing forth, 
or upon fome Hurt, made ready for laying of her. We 
kw preientlyaFalfe Conception, Vt^hlch appeared at the 
inner Orifice of the Matrix ; this he pulFd out, percei- 
ving it loofe from its Ligaments. This falfe Concepti* 
on was of the biqneii of a Goofe Egg, and ftiapt like a 
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Kidney : There was alfb fo great a Similitude between 
the Struflure of the Kidney, and this Ma(s of FleOi, 
that the Fibres were wholly alike. This Woman faid, 
that this Falie Conception had been Two Years in her 
Matrix. After it was out, ilie had the fame Lo(s of 
Blood, as ill her other Lyings in, and keeping to the 
fame Coiirfe as fhe ufed in fijch Occafions, llie had no 
bad Confequeoces of it. 

13. There was obferved in a Child newfy born, 
and in due time, that it had vnothing of the Bone \n 
the hinde part of the Head, the Temporal Bones, rior 
of the Frontal Bone as far as the Eyes, (b that the Eyes 
made an Appearance of Two Horns, which the Calves 
have when they come into thq World, which ftanding 
much out, made the Child's Face very monflrous. lo 
the Temporal Bones there was nothing feen but w^hat 
enclofed the Organ of the Hearing; upon laying the 
'Hand upon it was felt the beating of the Arteries, and 
the Veflels which watered the Pia and Dura Mater ^ 
wtxt feen diftindlly, as if t!ie Bone had been taken off. 
This Child lived in this State, Four or Five Days, and 
received Baptifm before it died. 

14. M. iSoye the Younger, a Surgeon, having opened 
a Young Girl, found her Matrix fo fchirrous, that it 
leem'd to be made but of one Piece. 

15. The fame obferved fince, fuch a thing in a 
Girl Two YearsS old, that died of an Apoplexy j he 
found alfb Four Glands in the Mefentery of this Maid, 
each as big as a Walnut ,- he has fince feen that the Me« 
ientery of a Child Seven or Eight Years Old, was 
made of Two Glands, each of t|ie fame bignefs. 

16. M. Barriere^ (worn Surgeon, found in a Girl of 
Ek^ven or Twelve Years Old. inftead of a Matrix, a 
very thin Membrane placed where the Matrix is. The 
Vagina m the outward Orifice was iliut up Hermeti- 
cally ? 
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cally, L e. the Cover was of the fame Piece with the 
Matrix. 

17. Mr. Carlan^ f^orn Sargeon ; having obferv'd in 
a Man a SweUtng as big as a Puliets Egg, upon the 
Place call'd FontaneSa, and cover'd with Hair like the 
reft of the Head, apply'd to it Emplajlmm de Betonka^ 
by order of M. Dufaur ProfefTor ot Surgery, and the 
Swelling difappear'd. 



III. The Anatomical Hijiory of the Leech. By 
Sieur Francois Poupart. Ta^en from the 
Journal dcs Savans, of the 22th of July, 

ITS Upper Lip is (Iretched out into a Point, and falls 
upon the Under, which is Round like a Crecent, 
and ihorter. Its Tnroat on the Infide is covered with a 
great many White Mufcles, about Five or Six Lines 
long, as big as a (mail Thread, and lying parallel one to 
another, along its Body. 

When the Leech applies its Mouth to the Flefli of 
any Animal, all thefe Mufcles contrading themielves, 
ftie fucks it H^ith fo great Violence and Greedinefs, that 
flbe makes it enter in Form of a little Pap into its 
Throat. So that all the Effect of Sudion terminating 
in a very little Space, of nece0ity the FletTi muft break 
in that Place: For you muft not believe that the 
Leech pierces it as with a Needle, as many others 
write. 

There is feen at the End of its Tail, a little flat thing, 
exaftly round the Border of which, is elevated far a- 
bove the Tail^ and all round it, which it applies Co 

uni.
